The magnolis s the best examnple of
tha wsalt, britile, spongy-rooted plants,
which on that account are best plianted
right now, when broken roots will most
quigkly heal. For beat restits the roots
whould be moved in a good, lurge ball of
earth; in may event, It will pay to avold
chenp nurserymen anid cheap stock and

buy only large, strong specimens that
are certaln to have beon carefully dug
wnd that are shipped with a generous

wnount of earth around the roots, and
securely burlapped

I'n planting, carefully remove, prefara-
bly with a sharp knife, all fMlower buds,
for newly mot plants cannot ba sxpected
to become well eatablinhed and produce
flowers at the sume time. These buds
are euslly recognized, belng large and
plump and borne at the tips of the
branches. The Iarger apecimons ashould
be ponked to prevent further root break-
uge or disturbance caused by high winds

Wauter the plants generously, especially
during the first summer, and do It aa
ont should water a Jlawn, or. In faot,
any sort of plant—that is, soak the soll
théroughly wherever it shows thes need
of any water, and do not give It mors
until mnother thorough soaking s re-
quirsd, Dwring the hottest weather a
multh of rotted leaves, lawn rakings or
peat will help to prevent the losa of
malsture from the soll by evaporation. |
A mood rieh soll containing peat or |
other typleal humue is the most desired
medium for thelr growth, much as in the
